Remember that when | 
a horse has been cast for a long time I 
the hind leg on tbe under side tends to ' 
become numb or cramped from lack of 
circulation of bloo^ In this condition | 
it la naeleaB to the horse. Pan the* 
horse out of the stall, if that is found ' 
possible. Never try to make bim get 
up when It is seen that he is cast. He 
has tried bis best to rise and failed 
If he cannot be polled Into the run 
way at the rear of the stall pull down 
tbe partition agriinst which he is cast, 
then roll tbe horse over and examine 
the legs tbat he has been lying upon.
